= GHANGE ASKED 


President Asks Congress 
To Extend And Increase 
Protection Provisions 


WASHINGTON, (UP) —-President 
Roosevelt today asked congress to 
consider extension of social security 
old age insurance to the whole na- 
tion as rapidly as possible. 

Mr. Roosevelt made the request 
in transmitting to congress the re- 
port of the social security board pro- 
posing revisions in the present so- 
cial security set-up. 

Mr. Roosevelt warned congress 
against turning toward “untried and 
demonstrably unsound panaceas” in 
its consideration of social security 
problems. 

His recommendations: 

1. Extension of old age and un- 
employment insurance protection °; 
uncovered workers as rapidly as pos- 
sthle. 

2. Increased protection to aged 
and dependent children, either 
through increased pensions, partic: 
ularly in early years of the federal 
plan, or increased grants-in-aid tc 
states. 

3. Establishment of merit SYS- 
tems for state social security per- 
sonnel to end “harmful” results of 
incompetent or politically dominat- | 
ed set-ups. 

The report proposed that the 
date for institutimg pensions under 
the contributory federal system bi 
advanced to 1940 instead of start- 
ing in 1942 and that coverage de | 


16,000.000 persons not now protect- 
ed by the system.

IGOROT CLINGS TO TRADI- 
TION; HOLDS CANAO WHEN 
FORTUNE SMILES 


Civilization marches on, but the 
Igorot clings to his traditional cele- 
bration called in the native lan- 
guage canao, several days feasting, 
dancing and incantations. Without 
the canao color, Igorot life, would 
be drab and matter-of-fact, and 
the Igorot does not want to lose 
this method of entertainment which 
is as old as his religion. 

Canao is part of the Igorot ritu- 
als and he feels duty-bound to cel- 
ebrate it if Fortune smiles at him. 
Canao is as old as Cabunian, the 
Benguet Igrot god, or Luwawig, the 
Bontoc deity. The story of the Ben- 
guet Igorot, or Inibaloy religion is 
that Cabunian told the Igorot how 
to make a fortune and where to 
find it and he held a canao in his 
honor. 

Canao, therefore, is thanksgiving 
to the Igorot where carabaos, cows 
and pigs in great number are kil]- 
ed and where “tapuy,” Igorot rice 
wine, flows in great profusion. This 
lasts for days and every group of 
the tribe is represented where they 
eat and dance, sing or weep with 
the “mambulong,” priestess or med- 
icine woman. as she calls every 


| Spirit of the ancestors of the cele- 


brant back to the home of their for- 
tunate descendant. 

The weird tom-toms of the “soli- 
baos,” drums made out of a hol- 
low trunk of a tree, and the accom- 
paniment of the gongs to the mu- 
sic which resembles so much the In- 
dian war dance, is heard all over 
the neighborhood when an Igorot 
holds a canao. The solibao is DPlay- 
ed at the dance; it is also played in 
the room where the incantations— 
prayers, crying and singing—are go- 
ing on before the Igorot partakes of 
a feast. 

Last Friday, November 4, Sioco 
Carino, a wealthy Igorot who owns 
Campo Sioco in Baguio and a wide 


The following is 
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tract of land near the Loakan air- 
port, held a “sabeng,” a three-day 


feast, or canao, at his big home at 


Camp 7. When asked to give an 


explanation as to what was the 


purpose of the canao, Mr. Carino, 
with dry humor, said: 

“With us ignorant people, when 
we have made a headway in life, | 
we remember the spirit of our an- | 
cestors, our anitos. We hold a feast 
of thanksgiving, feeding all the peo- 
ple of the tribe, to show the Spirits 
that we are grateful and that they 
should not worry about us, for 
through their help, fortune smiled 
at us.” 

Mr. Carino whose large simply 
constructed house, was opened {3 
all comers during the “sabeng,” 
moved around without any displa- 
of wealth. One could easily tell 
that he has enough when one sur- 
veys his land. The house which is 
about a block long, looks like a 
warehouse, having a roofed court. 
large halls and rooms. 

On the court, in the large halls. 
the Igorot danced the canao. A girl 
moved around passing a cup in 
which she poured drinks. This is 
her round she comes back again to 
give the guests another drink. The 
drink may be “tapuy,” “basi” or 
wine bottled in Spain. She brine: 
different drinks as she makes her 
round. 

The ritual room is decorated with 
clean folded blankets hanged on 
the wall immediately in front of the 
mambulong. After the ritual the | 
mambulong shakes the blankets and | 
if a grain of rice, a straw or smal] 
portion of food falls from the folds. | 
it shows that the ancestors or an- | 
itos have heard the supplications cf 
the living aud will bless them for re- 
membering the dead. | 

The mamboulong, standing with | 
staff on hand, calls the anitos one | 
by one, talking to them about the | 
man who has grown rich and is | 
celebrating in their honcr. In fronc | 
of the mamboulong is a wine wo- | 
man who dips a cup into a jar and| 
pours the contents of a bamboo | 
cup to a cocoanut cup. mutters | 
words to the anitos, tastes the wine 
and then pours it into another jar 
This ceremony goes on as long as 
there are anitos to remember, some- 
times lastng half a day or lonzer. 

When coming to the mother or 
father of the celebrant, the mam- 
boulong cries telling the parent not 
to be sad because her son has made 
good and is wealthy. Those attend- 
ing to the mamboulong also cry 
and for a while the room is flooded 
with tears and everyone gasping for 
breath.
